After .the Buford had been docked, 
Berkman and Miss Goldman led a pro- 
cession of radicals down the gang plank, 
a large, number of persons assembled 
on the wharf, gazing curiously at the 
landing. The reds made up a motley 
throng, their faces being full of cur 
ioaity as to what their future might be 
while there was'traces of anxiety les 
they might be attacked, after they ha 
left the protection of their American 
guards. 
Finish authorities will look 
after the safety of the deportees.

Miss Goldman talked willingly with 
newspaper men, asked to give her opin 
ion oflher deportation, the latter re 
plied:

Latin-American states maintaining em- 
bassle* In Washington, Mates the New 
York Tribune. The first ambassador, 
Frederlco A. Pezet, has arrived In thin 
country and the state department 
seems Inclined to annul for hia benefit 
Its famous Costa Itlcan "house rule," 
to the effect that no diplomatic recog- 
nition can be given to a Latln-Amed- 
can government coming into power 
through revolution.. President Legula 
assumed control In Lima by force last 
year and exiled his predecessor, doing 
so on the ground that he has bexo 
elected president by the people tor a 
term to begin a few months later and 
that the administration in office was 
planning to count him out.

spring Capt Louis Lane of Nome. 
Alaska, was sent Into the Arctic to es- 
tablish a string of 28 trading posts for 
the Boston body. 


The expedition went Into tbe North 


via Calgary, Alberta, with eight car- 
loads of goods, of an estimated value 
of $240,000. In addition to this they 
sent in a river power boat for opera- 
tion on the Mackenzie river. The ves- 
sel was sent in sections and assembled 
on the big river. The party worked 
slowly down the river, canvassing and 
exploring among the tribes and only 
reached Fort Macpherson when winter 
came. They will stay there until spring 
opens the river and allows them to 
proceed further. The company intends 
locating Its posts by the pioneering 
party, and will then keep them sup- 
plied by means of ships from Nome 
during the short summer.

Ancient Mesopotamia. 


Survey research work in Mesopota- 


mia has revealed the fact that In for* 
mer times the country was covered 
with a network of canals, showing that 
a very celebrated system of irrigation 
must then have been in vogue. Some 
of these canals were 20 feet deep with 
steep embankments. This interesting 
information was stated by Lieut. Col. 
G. A. Beazeley, royal engineers, in a 
lecture given by him at tbe British 
Royal Geographical society recently. 
He also brought to light the fact that 
tbe city of Samarrah, which is now a 
comparatively unimportant town, at a 
period before the Christian era must 
have been one of the most populous 
trading centers 6f the East. The an- 
cient city was SOtjniles In length and 
2t& in width, end it is estimated that 
it contained about 4.000,000 inhabit- 
ants. There were miles of walls snd 
warehouses, and it formed a converg- 
ing point for caravans from a vast 
area. 
Another city in Mesopotamia, 


the lecturer said, -showed traces of 
having been laid out oh tbe lines of a 
modern American city.

Great Britain had developed into a 
general strike, and the public bad been 
unable to obtain its customary news- 
papers, arrangements had been made 
for tbe production of a government 
daily.

Five million copies would have been 


circulated by s squadron of 150 aero- 
plsnes. The government's idea wax 
fhst the dangers of a general strike 
would be enormously enhanced If the 
general public did not know what was 
going on.
